Chicago, Aug. 29.—A new develop-

Among these are quieting 
mechanisms; improved valve mater- 
ial; valve seats hardened by use of 
nickel in cylinder iron; chilling the 
block in the vicinity of seats and | 
special attention given to water- 
cooling the seats. Such improve- 
ments preclude the possibility that 
poppet valves will be superseded in 
the near future. 

Although not new 
front wheel driven vehicles have 
created much interest of late. The 
only outstanding advantage attained 
by this type is lowness of Body with 
resulting attractiveness in design. 
Lowness, while desirable, may be 
carried to extremes, whereas a 
| sufficient degree of Jowness may be 
obtained with rear drive cars, not 
going beyond the limits of dignifed 
body design.
